We were all taught In our basic nursing programs that we must be assertive, be a change agent and an advocate 
for the rights of the health care consumer, Let me tell you what | see, We didn°t learn that lesson! It 
becomes more evident to me all the time that nurses are generally a passive group of people. It Is very 
obvious politically and may also be true professional ly. 


You may argue and say to me, "yes, but look how we rally round when there Is a crisis, we all go to the 
capItol bullding and make loud nolses to our legislators when things get really scary", | say to you, "That 
Is an over-reactlon to compensate for avoldance behavior. Thats "seat-of the pants" management-nurses are so 
very prone to that."' Aggressiveness and avoldance/passive behavior are the opposite sides of the same coln. 
How much better It would be If calm, thoughtful, regular contact was malntalned with respective legislators 
throughout the year rather than walting until a crisis occurs and over-reacting to the bad feelings caused by 
the previous passiveness. Calm thoughtful assertiveness Is certalnly not the same thing as a hurrled assult 
on the Senate chamber. 


Recently a legislator expressed to me the opinion that nurses have forever let someone else run their 
business, They avold getting Involved, don®*t have time to do any door to door campalgning nor the money to 
contribute to a campalgn. They don°t keep up on the Issues and expect a hand extended to help them up 
everytime a crisis occurs, although they passively Ignore the political scene at all other times. 


Its true we have excel lent representation by the Missour! Nurses Assoclatlon at the Capitol bullding, but 
agaln, thats passiveness If we leave all the "politicking" to others, Legislators pay a great deal of 
attentlon to thelr constituents, | recelve many phone calls from legislators who have recelved "a letter" 
from a concerned constituent and want to follow up and discover the facts. 


There are approximately 63,000 registered nurses |Icensed In the state of Missour!, Just think of the power 
and Influence that could be asserted by that size group of people. Be assertive and take a few minutes to 
contact your legislators, thank them for past favors and ask how you can help them In return, Noxt time you 
have an Issue which concerns you, | guarantee your name will be known and the situation will be looked Into, 
Thats belng assertive! That gets so much better results than hostile, angry aggressiveness which results 
from an over-reactlon to passive behavior, Somewhere we falled to learn a basic lesson In nursing education.
